Fatal Anniversary. 


Dissatisfaction against King Alex- 


ander's rule has been actuated since 
his suspension of the constitution last 
April, and it Is from that time that the 
military plot dates. The organization 
of the bloody deed was carried out 
with consummate skill. The king for 
the last two months was thrown off 
his guard by the apparent quietude of 
the reception of his recent coup d'etat 
In the meantime'the conspirators had 
decided on the date for the execution 
of the Devolution for reasons, firstly, 
It is the anniversary of the murder of 
King Alexander's granduncle Michael, 
and secondly, because it was feared 
that further delay would permit the 
skupehtlna to settle the succession to 
the throne according to the king's 
wishes, and It was believed that the 
brother of the hated queen would be 
his choise. 


The king and queen passed the eve 


of their death quietly. They attended 
a choral festival, then took supper in 
the Konak, and afterward retired to 
rest. Meantime the conspirators held 
a meeting In Kalimegden park. The 
Sixth infantry regiment, which was 
chosen to carry out the coup d'etat, 
was recently punished for having used 
Its weapons against a crowd of dem- 
onstrators. About 1 o'clock in the 
morning the 'Sixth and Seventh regi- 
ments wei>» called to arms and were 
led to the royal palace, which they 
entirely surrounded. A band of 30 
officers, led by Colonel Maschln and 
Colonel MIschlcs, forced their way 
Into the palace, shooting all who at- 
tempted to bar their passage. They 
were aided by treason within. *The 
aide-de-camp on duty, Colonel Naumo- 
vica, had been won over by the con- 
spirators and was entrusted with the 
plans for action within the royal en- 
closure. Several doors leading to the 
royal apartments were blown In by 
dynamite. Colonel Naumovlcs himself 
bursting In the door of the royal bed- 
chamber with a bomb. The officers 
had called on the king to open, but 
He had curtly refused. 
As the dooi 


fell the king rushed to a window and 
appealed for assistance, but no an- 
swer came. Realizing the situation, 
le returned to the queen, holding her 
In his arms to protect her, and await- 
ed the oooapiratonj. 


Colonel Naumovics and the officers 


then entered the room. Naumovlcs 
presented to the king a form of abdi- 
cation tor Ms signature.

ment contained the statement that by

bond issue pf $16,000,000, Of this $9,- 
000,000 was to be underwritten by a 
trust company. The applicants for a 
receiver are holders of some of these 
bonds. 


They assert that they acquired these 


bonds on the strength of representa- 
tions that the properties to be ac- 
quired by the United States Shipbuild- 
ing-company were worth over $20;- 
000,000; that these companies had a 
working capital of $5,000,000; that 
they had contracts on hand aggregat- 
ing $36,000 00 on which there would 
be a profiv of $5,000,000, and that 
those companies had an earning ca- 
pacity of $2 250,000 a year. 


Have Insufficient Earnings. 


Among the properties to be acquired 


were the Crescent Shipyard company 
of Elizabethport, N. J., of which Lewis 
Nixon was the head. Mr. Nixon was 
afterward made the president of the 
United States Shipbuilding company 
It is charged by Conklin and his co- 
suitors that the properties acquired 
were worth nothing like $20,000,000; 
that the contracts on hand were only 
$14,000,000; that the working capital 
was .less than $3,00(5,000, and that the 
earning capacity was only $1,0,00,000. 
an amount Insufficient to pay the com- 
pany's fixed charges. It is also charged 
that by reason of secret agreement 
between Nixon, who promoted the 
United States Shipbuilding company, 
and Charles M. Schwab, the shipbuild- 
ing company purchased from Schwab 
the works of the Bethlehem Steel 
company for $40,000,000. and that this 
afforded Schwab a profit of $27,000,- 
000. 
The price paid Is averred to be 


exorbitant.

sion becomes, on the festival of the 
white dog, the principal medicine man 
and presides over the 
incantations 


generally, and to whom in particular 
it becomes the obligation to eat the 
specially prepared raw liver of the 
sacrifice, while the oldest squaw par- 
takes freely of the blood of the ani- 
mal. 


"This feast was fittingly celebrated 


on this particular occasion by none 
other than the greatly admired John 
Hollow Horn Bear by whose educa- 
tion it was believed the uplifting of 
the whole Sioux tribe might be ac- 
complished.

The troops , 
at the barracks received the news 
with Joy. There was only one objec- 
tor, General Nikollcs, commander o!, 
the Danube division, who was prompt- ' 
ly shot down and severely wounded, ' 
but not before he had shot and killed 
Lieutenant Gagics. 


Declare* Innocence of Plot. 


Geneva, June 12.—Princ6 Peter Kar- 


ageorgeovich, whom the Servian army 
has proclaimed king, has been living 
in Geneva slnoe 1891. He appeared 
greatly astonished on receiving the 
news from Belgrade, which he said 
had reached him through a private tel- 
egram ftom Vienna. The prince did 
not leave the house all day Over the 
telephone he said he had not yet re- 
ceived any official notice regarding 
the events which took place in Bel- 
grade. He did not even know wheth- 
er it was true that he had been pro- 
claimed king and he said he did not 
know when, if at all, he would start 
for Belgrade. The new ministry, he 
added, included several of his adher- 
ents, but he was unable to speak defi- 
nitely on this subject, as a number of 
names had been mutilated in tele- 
graphic transmission. 


Through the Russian consul, an In- 


timate friend of Prince Karageorge- 
vich, the following statement was ob- 
tained: "Prince Karageorgevich d« 
Clares himself innocent of any knowl- 
edge of the tragedy at Belgrade. Ha 
said that through his grandfather he 
undoubtedly had the best right to the 
Servian throne and Intended taking It 
if possible for the sake of hie son, but 
he expected to meet with great diffi- 
culties and hoped for assistance from 
Austria." 


From other sources ft is learned 


that the prince will at once leave se- 
cretly for Vienna, whence he will pro- 
ceed to Belgrade. Rumors have been 
current here for three days of ex- 
pected trouble in Servia, and Prince 
Karageorgeovich has been receiving 
an enormous number of telegrams for 
a week past, many of them from the 
frontier of ServiR. 


Russian money was undoubtedly 


used In the revolution, which, accord- 
ing to general belief, was planned 
here. It is recalled that when the 
Austrian empress was murdered by 
an anarchist, Lucheni, at Geneva in 
1898, Prince Karageorgeovich openly 
applauded the deed. He is extremely 
popular here with all classes and is 
described as unassuming, sensible 
and strictly honest.
